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Whereasjn addition to serving study committees, the legislative councilsigports the
work of standing and statutory committees, provides assistance to individual legislators and their
staffs,organizes and facilitates theennial presession conference for new legislators, performs
technicalreview of all proposed state agency administrative rules and provides various other
